NEW ROAD FOR THE TRUSTS. 


' Following the high moral example of the Standard 


Oil company, the American Tobacco company an- 
nounces that it will strain itself to the breaking point 
to comply with the law. This is an admirable conclu- 
sion as to conduct.since the supreme court has point- 
ed out to the tobacco trust that it is '-^.—l-^-ii^. of the 
law and must be dissolved. What the big trust doubt- 
less means is that its attorneys, skilled in the manner 
"of doing such things, will endeavor to find the way 
to construct a trust that shall not be in violation of the 
law. "The rule of reason" narrows the latitude of 
possibilities greatly, however, for hereafter as it a!-, 
ready has done in the cases of oil and .tobacco the su- 
preme court can take up these trust matters as they 
actually are, consider all the facts of them' and apply 
the law in the way it-seems to be needed. 
The to- 


bacco company may reorganize and may control the 
business of its line and may actually maintain a 
monopoly if it can do so without resort to the methods 
which have made it infamous and which brought it 
under the decree of the court to dissolve. When the 
two- big monopolies interdicted by the highest tribunal 
of the land have reorganized and begun business in 
accordance with the rulings of the court it can be 
seen whether or not there is a "reasonable restraint" 
of: trade by pursuit of which the trusts can do what 
they have been doing. 
The supreme court has not 


settled the trust issue by any means. It has simply 
opened a new avenue in which if directs the trusts to 
travel. It may be found a very smooth and satisfac- 
tory thoroughfare.
